All this has led to a degree of 
sensitivity upon which anxiety 
and irritation thrive. But Ad- 
ministration leaders believe that 
much of this will disappear 
when their views are publicized. 

They point out that the ad- 
ministrative change they sug- 
gest will do no more than put 
into the hands of the chairman 
supervision over administration 
once the commission by major- 
ity vote has fixed the policy to 
be followed.

PHILADELPHIA, May 21 
UP — President Bob Carpenter 
of the Philadelphia Phillies says 
he plans to continue checking on 
the outside activities of his play- 
ers, but none of the other major 
league teams would acknowledge 
today they hire private detec- 
tives for that purpose. 

In the wake of Infielder Gran-

The 27-year-old Hamner then 
accused the Phillies of “Gestapo 
tactics which could wreck the | 
ball club.”

Defeat on Trade Policy 


In announcing abandonment of the fight for 
a three-year extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act, President Eisenhower has ac- 
cepted a major defeat for one of the vital poli- 
cies of his Administration. 

It is a major defeat because this Administra- 
tion let pass its best opportunity to obtain this 
legislation during its first year in office; because 
it then appointed the Randall Commission which 
after exhaustive study brought in a recommen- 
dation for this and other legislation to reduce 
trade barriers; because a three-year extension 
of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act was 
one of the few measures unanimously indorsed 
by that commission, whose members split like 
fissioning nuclei on other questions. 

If after all this the net effect is to be another 
stop-gap extension of the Trade Act for one 
year—a meaningless gesture because no new 
trade agreements can be negotiated without a 
clear grant of long-term authority—then the 
President has indeed suffered a severe setback 
in that area of foreign economic policy where 
his leadership had been counted on to offset the 
high-tariff Republicans. 

What caused the defeat? There is no doubt 
that the President believes in lower trade bar- 
riers. He showed that again just last week, 
when he disapproved a Tariff Commission 
request for higher tariffs on.cutlery. The trouble 
has been not in his point of view, but in his 
failure to exert effective leadership in Congress. 

According to Newsweek, the decision not to 
fight this year was made because the President 
was persuaded that a struggle would split the 
Republican party and endanger its chances in 
the fall elections. If this is true, Mr. Eisen- 
hower is in the strange position of yielding to 
the high-tariff Republicans in order to help re- 
elect them! 

Clarence B. Randall, chairman of the commis- 
sion which studied the subject, denies reports 
that he plans to resign, and he graciously de- 
clares that the President’s preoccupation with 
the Indochina crisis has deprived him of the 
time and energy needed to rally support for his 
trade program. 

This may be an excuse but it is not a justifi- 
cation. The truth is that if expanded interna- 
tional trade is as important as the President 
has always said it was, the Randall commission's 
program was entitled to strong backing right 
down the line, and there was faulty staff work 
somewhere when it failed to get it. 

Meanwhile the high-tariff bloc, apparently 
sensing its advantage, has counter-attacked with 
introduction of the Hunter bill to abandon re- 
ciprocal trade altogether. Charles P. Taft, 
president of the Committee for a National Trade 
Policy, says this, bill ‘would “plunge United 
States participation in international trade back 
to the days of the mastodon.” It is to be hoped 
that President Eisenhower, if he will not fight 
for his own program, will at least oppose this 
effort to turn the clock back. 

Next year, so the word goes, his trade pro- 
gram will get top priority. Next year, next, year. 
The question is, how long will the rest of the 
world wait for the United States to make up its 
mind? Specifically, how long will the world 
wait before it begins to build up trade barriers 
in retaliation for restrictions upon the. Ameri- 
can market?

The reason is that Jim Thorpe, the great ath- 
lete, went to Carlisle Indian School near there, 
and his body was brought back to the Lehigh 
Valley for burial.

But 
the reason is insufficient, because the honor 
comes a little late to do Jim Thorpe much good. 
He died in poverty. And the practical value of 
the Jim Thorpe boom in Mauch Chunk lies in 
the hospital, not in the change of name. 

Mauch Chunk is indeed a name. It is derived 
from the Lenapé Indian, machque wachtschunk, 
“on the mountain of the bear.“ It is pronounced 
“mawk chunk” by residents and “maw chunk” 
by neighbors, and not pronounced if possible 
by outsiders. It belongs with such other proud 
and indigestible place names as Mooselookme- 
guntic and Ishpeming. And it is one of those 
names which, if not exactly historic, sounds as 
though it ought to be. 

Consequeftly there is little reason to change 
it. As for tribute to Jim Thorpe, the old Sac and 
Fox, he was christened Wae-Tho-Huk. That 
means “Bright Path,” and Thorpe followed 
many @ bright path on track and gridiron be- 
fore he was almost forgotten. Now that he is 
remembered once more, what brighter path in 
the end could there be for Wa-Tho-Huk than 
Mauch Chunk, on the mountain of the bear?

Declarations, Real and Otherwise 
Being in North Carolina this week, President 
Eisenhower probably could not avoid noticing 
in some way the Mecklenburg Declaration of 
Independence. But he noticed it in a way best 
calculated to bring an angry swarm of historical 
hornets, buzzing around his head. | 
Mr. Eisenhower said it really doesn’t matter 
very much whether the Mecklenburg Declara- 
tion was authentic or not. To all who believe 
in the authenticity of the real Declaration of In- 
dependence, the Philadelphia one, this was like 
being slapped in the face with a wet dishrag. 
The Mecklenburg Declaration is the sort of 
document which Senator McCarthy, but not Mr. 
Eisenhower, should feel irresistibly attracted to. 
That is to Say, it is a document which does 
not exist. 
In May of 1775, some 13 months before the 
real Declaration of Independence was adopted at 


- Philadelphia, a band of patriots of Mecklenburg 


county, North Carolina, met at Charlotte to 
draw up a series of 20 resolves dealing with 
the colony’s dispute with the home country. 
According to a copy of a Charleston newspaper 
of June 16, 1775—little more than two weeks 
after the meeting—the Mecklenburg Resolves

income tax, so long as their taxable income is 
reducgd no more than half, The depletion al- 
lowance to sulphur operators is 23. per cent. 
The purpose of these allowances is to encour- 
age capital to take the risk of searching for 
new deposits. 

Senator Williams, Delaware Republican, 
author of the bill, did not propose: outright 
elimination of the depletion allowances, as 
Secretaries of the Treasury in the last two ad- 
ministrations had repeatedly done. He proposed 
only a modest reduction to 15 per cent. But 
Treasury representatives are reported to have 
told the committee in the closed sessions that 
their department opposes any change pending 
a study by it of depletion allowances.

N Nowadays they name hotels and restaurants and shoe 
shops for El Cid. A good deal like we name movie theaters. 

There was a little reading room. For Spanish hotels 
usually serve their cocktails in the lobby. A Dr. Brown 
from Los Angeles was at one of the tables. He said the 
martinis wers not Stateside. But the country was 
wonderful. 


_ “Everybody you meet in Spain is friendly,” he said.

Christian de Castries said one 
day by radio-telephone to the 
high command in Hanoi, that 
she must live this way.

Genevieve got sympathy, which 
she probably did not want, and 
for her heroism—as De Castries 
described it—she got the order 
of chevalier in the French Le- 
gion of Honor and the French 
Military Cross with palms.
